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WasuINncton, December 1 —Last New Year's day 
Mr. E.W. Howgate, who is charged with robbing the 
government of nearly $150,000, was permitted to 
spend the day outside the jail, where he had been 
seutin default of bail. He enjoyed himselfas one 
entitled to distinction. made calls, received callers, 
clined sumptuously and at dusk returned to his eel. 
While Mr. Howgate was enjoying his liberty, 
Guitean, then a fellow prisoner with How- 
gate, held a reception, which was largely at- 
tended by men, women and children. Subse- 
quently Mr. Howgate was allowed untold lib- 
erties, and one evening he concluded he would 
take advantege of his freedom, and since that time 
he has uot been heard from by the law ollicer of the 
district. Mr. B. F. Bigelow, charged with misde- 
meanors in helping himself to the funds of a na- 
tional bank, has been out on bail, but so sick that 
six of the most eminent physicians in Washington 
gave a certificate that he was in such a conaition 
that it would endanger his life if removed from his 
home. Nevertheless District Attorney Corkhill de- 
manded he should be brought into court to day, 
dead or alive. He was brought into court, 
a helpless invalid, and carefvlly placed on a 
setice, his head resting on a pillow. The ac- 
cused was so feeble that the clerk was obliged to 
read the indicunents while seated by theside of the 
sick prisoner, whose eyes were closed and his mind 
half wandering. he court room was crowded 
with spectators lo witness this cowardly demand of 
the district attorney, most of whom were almost 
sickened at the spectacle presented. Of course, he 

leaded not guilty to the ladictments and then his 

riends were permitied to gather the accused up 
and take him home, with the hope that he may, 
during the long trial of the star route case, which 
is to begin next Monday, recover his health and 
then be in a condition to be prosecuted. If he 
should die from to-day’s exposure that. will 
make no differeiice to Mr. Corkhill. Guiteau 1s 
dead, Howgate is at liberty, and the certificate of 
Mr. Corkhill’s ability and mortgage on his office, 
signed by Mr. George Bliss aud indorsea by the 
attorney general, ison file in the department of 
justice. Meanwhile the attorney general shows he 
hasne confidencein him by employing his prede- 
cessor, Mr. H. H. Wells, to prosecute the bribery 
charges against the alleged corruptors of the star 
route jury. Everso many people here regret that 
President Garfield had not been spared that fatal 
sbot if only for just one day, that what ex-Attorney 
General MacVeagh saysin hisletter concerning Mr. 
Corkhill’s removal, published to-day, might have 
come to piss. 

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

WASHINGTON, December 1.—The bill to provide 
fora commission on the subject of the alcoholic 
liquo. traffic (senate bill 861), which Was introduced 
by Mr. Conger, and which passed the senate, is on 
the calendar of the committee of the whole in the 
house. The fact that the house rejected the bill 
introduced by Mr Joyce on the same subject, which 
was reported favorabiv by the select committee on 
the aleohohie liguor trattic through Mr. Dingley, 
will doubtless not abate the ardor of those 
representatives who either favor absolute 
prohibition or who are Willing that 
it should be invenstige ed. It is to be remembered, 
however, that the hous did not reject the proposi- 
tion on its merits, but simply refused to suspend 
the rulssand pass the bill—a motiou which re- 
quired a two thirds vote to ne successful. Possibly 
some of the representatives from lowa who are en- 
thusiastic for prohibition in that state, and who 
have been so badly defeated in their attempts to 
ima goa their purpose, owiug to the most 
absurd carelessness on the part or the lawyers 
whe had charge of the me.sure, may aid now in 
passing the senate bill ‘h.ough the house. The 
friends ot the measure °vrt.inly will not abandon 
the subje tif petitions fre a the people represent 
popular sentiment on that question. There are al- 
ready on file in the two houses petitions from most 
of th states of the union, and from 150 organiza- 
tions, urging the passage of this bill. 

Cogns te to the general question of the regulation 
of the alcoholic liquor traffic, there are bills and 
resolutions on the calendars of the two houses to 
prohibit the manufacture, importation and sale 
of liquor generally; to prohibit the manufacture, 
importation and sale of liquor in 
the District of §$Columbia—where the 
United States has undisputed absolute authority— 
to make more stringeutiaws as to the introduction 
of liquor into the Indian country; to provide that 
the sale of imported liquors shall be subject to 
state laws governing the sale of domestic liquors, 
which would permit every siate to establish its 
own prohibitory law as to all kinds of liquor; to 
investigate the practical workiugs of the license 
sysiem of the district of Columbia, and to propose 
amendments to the constitution to prohibit the 
manufacture, importauon aud sale of liquor 
throughout the country. 

The liquor men, too, are not slow in making 
their requests. They ask that bills be passed to 
remit the tax on alcohol used in manufactures, on 
alcohol used in the m«nufacture of tobacco and on 
alcohol used in the arts 

FOR WHICH To BE THANKFUL, 

WASHINGTON, December 1.—Nimmo, chief of the 
bureau of statistics, giving a clergyman some facts 
for a thanksgiving sermon, writes: The corn crop 
this year estimated at 1,680,000,00U bushels 
against 1,194,916,000 bushels in 1881. The latest es- 
timate of the wheat crop of the season of 1882 is 
500,000,000 as against 880,280.80 in 1881. The value 
of the domestic exports forthe fiscal year ended 
June 50, 1882, was $733,259.752 as against $882 925.947 
during 18s1, a falling ceffof $150.655,215. This isdue 
almost entirely to the failure of the crops of the 
country during the season of 1881. The resu't ‘is at- 
tributable to droughtand other unfavorable me- 
teorological influences which prevailed so exten. 
sively throughout the country during that season 
The imports during the fiscal year were $724,618,574 
larger than duriug any previous year in the bistory 
ofthe country. The number of tons trans- 
ported ou fifteen leading rail- 
roads of the Unitc.. States, in the hast. fiscal year, 
was 96.063 160, against 84,199,344 tons during the 
opin ding fiscal year, The railroad mileage of the 

nited States the first of January, 1882, was 104.813 
miles. The Western Union, the company which 
owns the principal part of the telegraph lines of 
the United States, increased its number of miles of 
wire from 238.534 in 1880 to 3742°4 in 1882 The 
wires operated by that company would reach fif- 
teen times around the world, 

A LONG TASK ENDED. 

WASHINGTON, December 1.—The Garfield board 
of audit this afternoon completed its examination 
of claims and the making of allowances. The 
amount appropriated to satisfy these claims was 
$57,500, and the law explicitly provided that the 
doctor's bills should not exceed $35.50 of this 
amount. Theclaimsof the physicaius run up in 
the neighborhood of $160,000, and since it became 
known that theiroriginal expectation would not be 
fu filled, there has been considerable lobbying 
by sume of them to win the favor of the 
board for their individual claims.

Some wee k C 
when the demand was very g.eat, the treasury oill- 
cials came to believe that the demand was caused

GERMAN DISLIKE OF AMERICAN SAUSAGE.

First, The importation from America of pigs, pork, 
beeon and sausages of all kinds is forbidden. Sec- 
ond, The chancellor is —a to permit excep- 
tions to the prehibitive rule, subject to necessary 
measures ofcontrul. Third, The restrictive ordi- 
nance of June, 25th, 1880, in respect to the importa- 
tion of American pork and sausages is abol- 
ished. Fourth, The present ordinance comes into 
force thiriy days after its promulgation. The ordi- 
nance of June 25th, 1880. only applied to minced 
pork and sausages, not to hams. 

BERLIN, December 1 —In the diet to-day, Herr 
Von Puttkamer stated that the damage by the over- 
flow of the Rhine could not be repaired without 
drawing upon the resources of thestate. Herr Von 
Puttkamer bas requested the emperor to sanction 
a grant of 500.000 marks to relieve the distress in 
the flooded districts.

VIENNA, December 1.—The supreme court re 
jected the appeal of the§swindler, Kari Hoffmann, 
against sentence of impri-onment forseven years at 
hard labor. Theson of a glass-dealer of Carisbad, 
he commenced his career of fraud by representing 
himself as the nephew of Baron Hoffman, formerly 
an Austrian minister, from whom he had, he said, 
inherited the Wolffberg estate in Carinthia. Pre 
tending that he was about to build a branch rail- 
wayfrom his estate, he succeeded in obtaining 
from some firms of contractors the sum of £25,000, 
of which £5,000 was paid by a Manchester 
railway plant company, now in  \liquida- 
tion. Another of Hoffman's successful 
swindles was carried out at Glasgow, where 
he ordered a yacht worth £9,000 for the Crown 
Prince Rudo!pbh, and another worth £16 000 for 
Prince (now King) Cha:les of Roumania. Hoffmann 
succeeded in obtaining £1,600 from the shipbuilders 
as Commissions On these orders Among other 
feats in his subsequent career H. ffman succeeded 
in getting appointed American consul in Warsaw. 
While be was staying there asa British subject 
a British passport he entered-iato a large con¥Fr 
with the Russiau government for the erection 
extensive works Atanothertime, while residing 
at St James’ lodge, Chapel place, London, he came 
out as the promoter of the Buhemian collieriescom 
pany, with a capital of £100,000—a company whi 
neediess to say, never owned an ih 
of soil in Bohemia.

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THE LEGISLATURE: 


THE REGULAR DAILY REPORT OF 
THE PROCEEDINGS. 


The Garnishment of Day Laborers’ Wages—Oconee 
Cournty Solicitor—Hawkinsville to be Incor- 
porated—Repsiring the Executive Man- 
sion—The Deficiency Appropriation- 


The eS was called to order at 10 o'clock by the 
speaker, and after prayer by the chaplain, the roll- 
call was dispensed with and the journal of Wed- 
nesday approved. 

On movon Mr. Little of Muscogee, 
the following bills were made Epe- 
cial orders in the succession named: The special 
appropriation bill, the general tax bill, the pill 
eonsummating the giftof Hon. J. E Brown to the 
State university, and the bill authorizing the sale 
of sixteen United States bonds now in the state 


treasury. 

The general deficiency and special appropriation 
bill was then taken up and the house went into 
committee of the whole, Mr. Ray, of Coweta, in 
the chair. The sectious of the bill appropriating 
$5,000 for improvements in the academy for 
the bind, and $4,000 for improvements 
in the colored academy for the blind were adopted. 

The section appropriating $2,000 for repairs upon 
and improvements around the executive mansion 
was amended by Mr. Harris, of Bibb, and $3, 000 
inserted Explanations of the urgent necessity of 
immediate repairs upon the mansion were made by 
Messers. Rice, of Fulton and Harris, of Bibb, 

Mr. Park, of Greene offered an amendment to 
the deficiency appropriation bill, appropriating 
$89,000 for the completion and furnishing of the 
new buildings of the lunatic asylum at Milledzge- 
ville, and supported hisamendmont in extended 
remarks, 

Mr. Johnston, of Baldwin, said this money was 
needed to put roofs upon the new buildings, 
which have been completed up to the eaves. If $89,000 
could not be given, l+tthem have $25,000 to keep 

em going till the summer session. 

Mr. Watson, of McDuffie, and Mr. Russell. of 
Clarke, opposed the amendment as unnecessary ex- 
penditure of the people’s money. 

Mr Rountree, of Brooks offered an amendment 
that $25,000 be appropriated for the present, and 
pointedly supported his amendment. 

Mr. Robbe, of Richmond, said that 
in the bids for these buildings 
the contractors were to have puton the roofs and 
be paid outof the original amounts appropriated. 
He aid not understand why these additional 
amounts were asked. 

Mr. Jordan, of Hancock, thought that the 825.000 
should be given to complete these buildings. The-e 
unfortunate luna‘ics are being contined in jails and 
are making private homes unhappy for want of 
reom at the asylum These buildingsshould be 
completed as soon as possible. The prices of labor 
and material have advanced since the 
appropriation was made, and a larger amount was 
needed. 

Mr Watson maintained that this advance was at 
the peril of the constitution—not of the state. 

Mr. Rountree submitted that this amount (825,- 
000) should be voted until the summer session, 
when the whole matter could be investigated. 

Mr. Redding. of Pike, spoke strongly in favor of 
the appropriation. He would be responsible for 
his stand of voting away the people’s money for 
his cause. 

t Mr. Johnston, of Baldwin,again called attention to 
he fact-that the friends of the asylum asked 
for bniy $25,000. There were peculiar and especial 
appliances to be putin this asylum, which 
much more than was originally supposed, 

yoang ‘'watch-dogs of the treasury’’ did not under 

stand the question. 

Mr. Watson said he would be responsible to his 
constituency for the misnomer of ‘‘watchdog of the 
treasury.’’ He would rather be ‘‘watehdog of the 
treasur,’’ than ‘‘sheep-stealer’’ of the same. Some 
friends of the asylum «sk for $25,000, others want 
$89,000. Itseemed thatthey oid not know what 
they did want He favored giving no more than 
the terms of the original contraet asked. Until a 
showing was made, he would favor no more appro- 
priations. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Meriwether, was not in favor of 
appropriating more money simply because the work 
cost more thau the contractors supposed. 

Mr. Fite, of Bartow, favored making the appro- 
priation as large as possible. 

Mr. Bartlett, of Bibb, doubted if this amount 
could be appropriated in the supplemented appro- 
priationu bill. 

Mr. Wilson, of Bullock thoughtthe state had done 
herduty: if the contractors were worsted in this 
work it was theirown fault; if they could not do 
the work the state should turn them out. 

Mr. Gary, of Richmond, submitted a Jegsl objec- 
tion against the aduption of the substitute appropri- 
ating this moneyin this bill. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, replied that such money 
could beappropriated, for this bill was a general 
deficiency bill 

Mr. Huisey, of Fulton, maintained that this ap- 
propriation would be to make an addition to the 
‘tate lunatic asylum not contemplated in last 
year’s bill, This.appropriation should be made in 
a separate bill for the purpose. 

The committee finaliy arose, 
and reported progress to the house. 

AFTERNOON FESSION, 

After the roll call the house again went into com- 
miitee of the whole, Mr. Ray presiding. 

Vessrs, Park, of Greene, and Rouutree, of Brooks, 
withdrew their amendme.ts to the gen- 
eral deficiency bill. The section ap ro- 
priating amounts to certain daily papers in this 
state for publishing the scheduies of the railruad 
commission was adopted, as were the section for 
$1,026.67; in the contingent fund to pay bills

printing fund; $600 deficiency in the fund -for re- 
pairs of public buildings; $1,300 to supply deficien 
cy In the coutingent fund of 1882, to settle rewards 
offered by the government for the arrest and de- 
‘ivery’of certain criminals. The committee then 
rose and reported the bill formally to the bouse.

But no Georgia farmer need wait fer 
any syndicate to make its appearance 
in his neighborhood. He can accomplish 
as much in the way of improving his own 
methods of growing and marketing cotton 
as any syndicate can accomplish for him, and 
he will have the pleasure of pocketing all the 
profits. It will be time enough to quarrel 
with the middlemen when the planters have 
proved, as they can easily do, that middle- 
men are not necessary for the purpose of clas- 
sifying cotton.

One of the problems that are vexing ibe 
cotton-planters of the south is the necessity 
of saving to the producer at least a reasona- 
ble share of the profits that now go into the 
pockets of middle-men, in the shape of com- 
missions, warehouse charges, and the num- 
and deductions that now

berless reductions 
go to the tare account. 
that a great improvement can be made in the 
present system of marketing; but the great 
trouble lies in the primitive processes that 
are still relied on by the farmer. Isolation 
has heretofore had a good deal to do with pre- 
venting the improvement of these processes, 
but in this age of railroad development, there 
is no longer any isolation. New York and 
Liverpool are as near to the planters of, say 
Butts county, as Augusta used to be. 

In spite, however, of the vast improve-

small expense of time and trouble necessary 
to clean the cotton perfectly and pack it care- 
fully, each grade to itself, would be covered a 
hundred times over by the increased returns, 

It is proposed in the southwest to try the 
experiment 6f syndicate cotton-planting. This 
is only another method of accomplishing by 
combination wha’ each individual farmer 
could accomplish for himself. It is a proposi- 
tion to bring to bear, by means of organiza- 
tion and capital, all the modern appliances 
of labor saving machinery upon the cultiva- 
tion of cotton; to gin it and prepare it for 
market under a system which will thorough- 
ly understand the wantsof consumers; and to 
bring to the gin-house the expert knowledge 
that is now attached to the warehouse. 

The theory behind the project of syndicate 
cotton-farming has much to commend it, but, 
until the experiment is made, it is impossible 
to say whether it will work well in practice. 
But no Georgia farmer need wait fer 
any syndicate to make its appearance 
in his neighborhood. He can accomplish 
as much in the way of improving his own 
methods of growing and marketing cotton 
as any syndicate can accomplish for him, and 
he will have the pleasure of pocketing all the 
profits. It will be time exough to quarrel 
with the middlemen when the planters have 
proved, as they can easily do, that middle- 
men are not necessary for the purpose of clas- 
sifying cotton.

the rabbits have to drink bottled beer. This does 
notseem to satisfy them, and Mr. Ormiston is think- 
ing of putting them ona course of hot rums wnen 
the very coid weather comes. Asa result of their 
hard drinking the rabbits have become very corpu 
lent, and their pink noses will undoubtedly soon 
become red.

“rom the Federal Agricultural Report. 

Our correspondents report exceptionally fine 
weather for ma'uring and harvesting cotton, and 
return tne estimated yield of the acreage of each 
state as folluws: Virginia, pounds of lint per acre 
178; North Carolina, 180 pounds; South Carolina, 
183; Georgia, 152; Florida, 113; Alabama, 150; Mis- 
sissippi, 184; Louisiana, 235; Texas, 240; Arkansas, 
These figures are the result: of 
consolidations of revised county estimates and sup- 
pose the continuation of average weather for the 
six weeks of the harvest season yet remaining. The 
injury by the caterpillar or boll worm is net appre- 
ciable, except ina few counties. In four-fifths of 
the localities repor ing the presence of either, they 
will hasten maturity. 

t should be understood that we do not give the 
figures below as the department estimates of the crop 
of 1882. They are rather the consolidati m of local 
estimates of indicated yield per acre.

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THE FRENCH SYSTEM OF TAXATION. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

The tax officers in France collect the necessary 
data for the prepartion of the tax 
time in January. About March lst every occupant 
of a house or apartment receives 
taxes for the coming year are assessed at such a fig- 
ure, the amount of his personal tax,and his 
If he has any 
objection to make, an opportunity is given him of 
d ingso. Toward the end of March each 
uotified that he must commence paving his taxes 
within eight days from the service of such 
The taxes may be paid in monthly installments 
if the tax payer so desires and we need hardly say 
that the mass of the people are glad to profit by 
this benefigent provision of the law. For the con- 
venience of payment the city is divided into nu- 
merous tax districts, and the system is so perfect 
that payment may usually be made and receipt 
obtained within five minutes after entering the 
office; and, of course, if the tax paver prefers to do 
so, he can pay @he whole of his taxes for the ) ear at 
ouce, or in semi-annual or quarterly payments. 

The theory which undetlies the French 
system of taxation is that the 
rent or rental value of the premises 
occupied by the taxpayer as a residence is pro- 
portioned tothe amount of his property, and this is 
generally speaking, a reasonable assumption. At 
al] events, it posseses this great advantage, namely, 
that the rent payable by every ci izen may be read- 
liy ascertained whil-: the amouut of his means can- 
not, if he chooses to cenceal it. Under this system 
every inhabitant in the city, except the rery poor, 
is obliged to contribute share toward the ex 
penses of the government, and cousequent.y such 
share is proportionately moderate.
